Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  1953, 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Hornsea, 


Sir,  or  Madam, 

I Beg  to  submit  my  annual  Report  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
the  year  ended  31st  Deoember,  1953* 

Consideration  of  the  vital  statistics  show  no  significant  difference 
from  the  trend  of  recent  years  excex>t  that  the  Birth  rate  is  the  lowest  since 
1940*  The  death  rate  is  about  the  sane  as  last  year,  the  mortality  from 
vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  and  cardio-vascular  diseases  accounting 
for  approximately  60 L/a  of  the  deaths.  Cancer  has  exacted  about  the  same  toll  as 
for  a number  of  yea^s  past  and  the  deaths  include  two  of  cancer  of  the  lung,  a 
malignant  disease  hitherto  rarely  encountered  but  now  unfortunately  increasing 
in  incidence* 

Throughout  the  year  the  district  was  almost  free  from  notifiable 
infectious  disease.  With  the  exception  of  one  case  of  poliomyelitis  there 
were  only  a few  mild  cases  of  infection,  none  of  which  necessitated  admission 
to  hospital* 

Rainfall* 

The  rainfall  was  conspicuously  low  only  18,10  inches  being  recorded, 
March  was  the  driest  month  with  0*34  inches  and  August  the  wettest  with  2,50 
inches.

Water, 

Water  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  the  Hull  Corporation  and  is  distributed  by 
the  Council, 


The  eonsumption  during  1953  was  68,147,000  gallons,  a daily  average  of 
186,700  gallons,  an  amount  which  is  equivalent  to  34  gallons  per  head  of 
population  per  day. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage, 

No  new  developments  have  taken  place  during  the  year. 

Public  Cleansing, 

The  method  of  disposal  of  house  refuse  is  by  incineration;  the  material 
being  collected  by  motor  transport  at  intervals  of  about  9 days. 

The  income  from  salvaged  material  has  continued  to  decrease  owing  to  a 
fall  in  the  demand  far  waste  paper.
